Carranza has been assured in the last twenty-four hours the United 
States has no intention of sending a force to Mexico City unless compelled 
to do so. Such an event as the killing of Americans and the wholesale de- 
struction of American property in the Mexican capital would be consid- 
ered justification by the United States for attacking the City of Mexico. 

From what can be ascertained in high official circles, President Wil- 
son will not take this opportunity to force the abdication of Huerta. If he 
can, by keeping possession of Vera Cruz, starve Huerta financially and 
thus force him out the President will do so, but he will not take any ag- 
gressive action in that direction.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, April 24.—Members of Con- 
gress, particularly in the Senate, are 
not inclined to accept the statements 
of Consular Agent George C. Caroth- 
ers at El Paso relative to the intent 
of Villa and Carranza in the present 
Mexican crisis. While apparently 
Carranza is inclined te war against 
the United States, and Villa is opposed 
to this, the general impression in Con- 
gress is that both will oppose the 
United States sooner or later, despite 
Carothers'’s report that there has been 
a disagreement between them on this 
subject. 

One of the main reasons for the 
lack of confidence in Carothers’s as- 
sertions is the known relations be- 
tween Carothers and Villa. Carothers 
for a long time maintained a large 
store in Mexico, where Villa was one 
of his important customers. 

Carothers is an ardent follower of 
Villa, and he retains his interests in 
Mexican property. His fortunes might 
be materially enhanced should Villa 
attain power in Mexico City. Reports 
from this man have supplied much 
of the information on which the ad- 
ministration has founded its policy of 
co-operation with the bandit chieftain. 

Secretaryt?Bryan is still working 
through.Cgrothers for an understand- 
ing with Villa, which everyone except 
Mr. Bryan is convinced is impossible.

NUEVO LAREDO 
CITY OF RUINS. 


Mexicans Apply the Torch to 
_ Their Own Handiwork. 


Sharp Exchange of Shots 
With the Americans. 


Two Natives Killed in the 
Orgy of Destruction, 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE} 

LAREDO (Tex.) April 24.—Nuevo 
Laredo, the thriving Mexican | >rder 
town opposite here was in ruins to- 
night, devastated by dynamite and 
fire by Mexican soldiers who began 
late today an orgy of destruction 
which did not end until they were 
forced to flee before the guns cf 
the American border patrol. — 

Two Mexicans are known to have 
been killed by United States troops 
and several were seen to fall when 
a machine gun platoon from Fr. Mc- 
Intosh got feto action. Several brisk 
skirmishes between the Americans 
and Mexicans were fought as the 
Mexicans, their troop trains ready to 
pull out of the burning city, began an 
indiscriminate fire across the inter- 
national boundary. But tonight there 
was no evidence that their shooting 
had been effective. ; 

Property damage in Nuevo Laredo 
will reach $500,000. Among the 
buildings destroyed were the United 
States Consulate, municipal building, 
postoffice, theater, the flour mill, one 


| of the largest in this section of the 


southewst; railroad shops of the Na- 
tional Railway and other smaller 


‘structures. 


Late tonight the fire still was burn- 
ing with no chance that it would be 
controlled until everything inflam- 
mable had been wiped out. Kerosene 
and other combustibles, liberally used, 
added to the wreckage which other- 
wise would not have been great, ow- 
ing to the adobe construction. 

There was no property loss in 
Laredo. Both international bridges 
are. safe, although efforts to dyna- 
mite them resulted in the death of 
two men engaged in the undertakinx. 
One Mexican was shot by a shurp- 
shooter from the top of a water tower. 
The Mexican was trying to reach the 
end of the international foot and 
wagon bridge. Another was killed 
when he tried to blow up the Amer- 
ican railroad bridge. 

When the Mexican soldiers finally 
departed, order was quickly restored 
in Laredo, but guards remain through- 
out the city. A serious problem was 
furnished immigration and city au- 
thorities by the presence here of 
hundreds of refugees from the burn- 
ing city who had to be furnished food 
and shelter. 

The Federal garrison evacuated 
Nuevo Laredo yesterday, supposedly 
going to Saltillo or Monterey. With 
their. departure, the city, ordinarily 
of about 7000 population, was de- 
serted, all who did not follow the 
soldiers rushing panic-stricken to the 
American side in fear of bandit at- 
tacks. Early today the Federals re- 
turned and it was announced that 
they came back for additional en- 
gines to pull their troop trains. 

Early this afternoon smoke was 
seen issuing from some of the build- 
ings around the plaza, the center of 
the town. The municipal building 
and the American Consulate on op- 


posite sides of the square, broke into} 


flame simultaneously. 

Next door to the Consulate, the 
postoffice, temporarily closed, also 
was seen to be burning and around 
the plaza smoke began to issue from 
the windows and roofs of other build- 

A few minutes later an explosion 
wrecked houses and the fire spread 
rapidly. Americans began to gather 
on the river bank, but hastily re- 
treated when warned that other ex-. 
plosions might occur. ‘Troops at Ft. 
Mcintosh were ordered out and in a 
few minutes a rigid guard, amounting 
almost to martial law, was established 
in the danger zone. 

At the two bridges across the river, 
tthe guards were reinforced, and it 
was here that the only known loss 
of life occurred. The machine gun 
platoon took possession below the 
center of the city where the Feder- 
als, who were crowding into their 
trains, poured a fusillade of shots 
across the border. 

Several Mexicans were seen to fall 
before the fire from the machine guns, 
but they were carried away by their 
comrades. 

After silencing the Mexicans, part 
of the Ninth Infantry was withdrawn 
from the river front, the others re- 
maining on guard. 

Col. Crane of the Ninth Infantry 
announced that a rigid patrol of the 
city, particularly of the business sec- 
tion and the American residefice sec- 
tion, would be maintained. 

NO OCCASION FOR ALARM.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—With 
the Ninth Regiment of infantry, three 
troops, I, K and L of the 14th Cavalry, 
Battery A of the Third Field Artillery 
at Laredo, War Department officials 
said there was no occasion for 
alarm because the town had been 
fired on by Mexican soldiers. 

As far as is known here the Mex!t- 
can Federal garrison at Nuevo Laredo 
comprised about 1500 men, with 2000 
other Federals scattered between the 
border city and Monterey. There are 
about 3000 rebel soldiers at Guerrero, 
Mexico, below Nuevo Laredo, on tne

Governor : After Being 
Told the ‘tect Afforded at 
Calexico by Federal Government 
Was Insufficicnt He Hastened to 
Call Into Requisitiam State Troops.

SACRAMENTO, April 24.—In reply 
to a statement by Gen. Murray at the 
Presidio that he knew nothing of Gov. 
Johnson's action in ordering the mili- 
tia to the border, the Governor issued 
the following statement today: 

“What has transpired is a matter of 
record in both’ Gen. Murray’s office 
and mine and the facts are that pro- 
tection for our border had been asked 
of the Federal government by the 
State; that finally one troop of cav- 
alry was ‘sent to Calexico; that, ad- 
mittedly the protection by the Federal 
government was insufficient and in- 
adequate; that the officer in charge of 
the United States troops at San Diego 
notified the Common Council of San 
Diego that action should be taken to 
protect the water supply there and 
that the troops of the State of Cali- 
fornia should be called upon for this 
protection and he also definitely 
stated that his foree of United States 
troops was inadequate to cope with 
emergencies likely to arise. 

“All of this was transmitted to Gen. 
Murray, and on the 22nd of April, 
prior to the State troops being ordered 
into the field, the adjutant of Gen.

ASK WILSON TO EXPLAIN. |} 


iste “Short of War.” 


Four Big Countries Inquire as to Possible Means of 
Mediation in Mezican Situation and Attempt to Se- 
cure Light on President's T'heory That Condition 


ASHINGTON, April 24.—While 

the attention of the American 

g°vernment for the most part 
today was concentrated on restoring 
order at Vera Cruz and expediting the 
departure of Americans from all parts 
of Mexico, a watchful eye was trained 
on the boundary between Mexico and 
the United States for signs of hos- 
tility from Constitutionalists. 

President Wilson and his Cabinet 
had a long meeting, after which op- 
timism was conspicuously apparent 
both in their demeanor and informa] 
discussion of the situation. : 

There was no particular develop- 
ment to which the feeling of hopeful- 
ness that real war would be averted 
could be traced, but Gen. Villa's 
friendly pronouncement, it was admit- 
ted, had impressed many officials 
here with the possibility that the Con- 
stitutionalists would remain neutral 
while the American government 
sought reparation from Huerta. 

Other officials were not so sanguine 
and the army moved with precision 
to protect the American boundary 
and reinforce the expeditionary forces 
of marines and bluejackets at Vera 


2. 
CAJOLING CARRANZA, 

Conferences at the State Depart- 
ment between Secretary Bryan and 
representatives of the Mexican Con- 
stitutionalists resulted in the dispatch 
to Gen. Carranza 6f a telegram by 
the latter, strongly advising him to 
remain neutral and assuring him that 
the American government intended to 
withdraw its forces from exico just 
as soon as satisfactory reparation had 
been made for offenses committed by 
Huerta. 

The aidivice given Carranza here was 
that by assuming a hostile attitude 
he would draw all Mexico into a war; 
Huerta would be perpetuated, and thé 
Constitutionalists’ cause lost in the 
melee. 

Four countries, among them France 
and Spain, came forward with in- 
quiries to the United States about pos- 
sible means of mediation between the 
Huerta government and the United 
States, but Secretary Bryan said these 
advances could not be described as 
“overtures” and he was inclined to at- 
tach little importance to them. 

UNEASINESS ABROAD. 

Signs of uneasiness abroad because 
the United States, although not hav- 
ing declared a blockade or a state of 


war, is exercising jurisdiction’at Vera 
Cruz between measures “short of war” 
and actual war, began to be apparent 
today. 

Cabinet officials said no attempt 
would be made to interfere with the 
regular channels of commerce any- 
where, cargoes being allowed to land 
at all points. Munitions of war alone 
would be held at the Vera Cruz cus- 
tomhouse if landed... 

Outside of the diplomatic branch of 
the government, the army and navy 
continued their plans for the holding 
of Vera Cruz, the care of refugees, 
the provisioning of American forces, 
and the maintenance of a strict border 
patrol, not only to prevent raids and 
uprisings, but to keep all factions tn 
Mexico from obtaining arms and am- 
munition from the United States. 

The War Department continued its 
plan for the mobilization of regulars 
and volunteers should the President 
call for them. The army transports, 
bearing infantry and artillery, sailed 
for Galveston to reinforce the naval 
forces at Vera Cruz. 

LARIDO OUTBREAK. 


The sporadic outbreak at Nuevo 
Laredo, Mex., where the evacuating 
Federals burned the town and fired 
across the American border, was not 
unexpected, but it was significantly 
pointed out by officials here that the 
American troops returned the fire 
merely in defense of the international 
line and did not become the aggres- 
sora, 

Both the military and naval forces 
are operating under this principle, de- 
fending ‘themselves. from attack but 
making no offensive move without in- 
structions. from Washington. 

TALK IN CONGRESS. 

Congreds still talked about Mexico. 
Senator Lodge read a long telegram 
from many prominent persons urging 
an inquiry into the Mexican situation 
before war was declared. Representa- 
tive Fitzgerald, chairman of the 
House Corhryittee on Appropriations, 
asked the President if he wanted any 
“war appropriation” and Mr, Wilson 
said, “Not as yet.”

He 
iasued orders authorfzing all Amer- 
ican Consuls, both in Federal and 
Constitutional territory, to withdraw 
from ‘\fexico, but left it to their dis- 
cretion . ‘en to leave. The Secretary 
announced the Consuls of Great Bri- 
tain, Chile and France would look 
out for American interests at points 
where the Brazilian government had 
no Consulates. Brazil already has 
taken charge of the American Embassy 
at Mexico City. 


SHANKLIN IN MEXICO, 


Consul-Géneral Shanklin still isin 
Mexico City, according to the latest 
word at the State Department and 
has been instructed to use hig discre- 
tion about leaving. It is believed he 
will stay until the last American is 
cared for, taking refuge finally, if 
necessary, in some of the other for- 
eign consulates. Charge O’Shaugh- 
nessy was expected to reach Vera 
Cruz tonight. There was no informa- 
tion about the conditions of Amer- 
icans in Mexico City beyond a brief 
message early in the day saying every- 
thing was quiet and no harm had be- 
fallen any Americans. 

GARRISON BUSY. 


At the War Department Secretary 
Garrison spent most of his time ar- 
ranging for the departure of the Fifth 
Infantry Brigade from Galveston, 
commanded by Brig.-Gen. Funston. 
The fleet put under way with thirty 
days’ supplies within a period of eilght- 
teen hours. No accommodation for 
the cavalry was possible on the ships 
which departed today. The artillery 
taken was equipped with rapid-fire 
guns and field pieces of the mountain 
type, and plenty of pack mules to 
carry them. The disposition of the 
forces on arrival at Vera Cruz hag 
not been determined.

Terse Comments on the Uniform 
Prayer Meeting Topic of the Young 
Sociedes—Christian 


People’s En- 
.deavor, Etc., for April 26—“Our 
Tongues for Christ.” Ex. iv:10-16. 
Two women were riding in a train 
recently, talking, as sensible, culti- 
vated women do, of various topics of 
serious interest. A young woman sat 


in front of them, and as all arose to 
leave the train at the station she 


said, in real embarrassment and yet | 


with unusual enthusiasm, “Pardon 
me, but I could not help overhearing 
you, and I just must say that it was 
the most interesting conversation I 
ever heard in my life.” Then she 
hurried away. Of course, it was 
wrong of her to listen purposely; and 
decidedly unconvéntional and rather 
amusing for her to bestow praise 
upon two strangers for something 
Yet 
She meant well, and the incident re- 
vealed the sort of conversation the 
earnest young woman was probably 
accustomed to hear. The idleness and 
uselessness and emptiness of most of 
our talk really reflects upon the qual- 
ity of our thinking. We chatter away, 
like the monkeys in the tree tops, and 
say little worth listening to. What 
remark have you heard today that is 
worth remembering? Or, more to 
the point, what have you said that 
was worth saying? The old-fashioned 
exercise of reviewing at night our 
words for the day would lead us to 
pray the scriptural prayer, “Set a 
watch, O Lord, before my mouth; keep: 
the door of my lips.” 


God fills the mouth that is opened 
for him; and opens the mouth that is 
filled for him. :

The Narartive. 


Our last lesson had to do with the 
severe terms of discipleship which 
Jesus uttered to the multitudes as they 
followed Him when He left the house 
of the Pharisee. Chapter fourteen, 
with its account of the uttering of 
those terms, is closely linked with 
chapter fifteen in a way which we are 
apt to overlook. The final words of 
Jesus were: “He that hath ears to 
hear, let him hear,” and Luke imme- 
diately records the fact. “Now all the 
publicans and sinners were drawing 
near unto Him for to hear Him.” 
He had sifted the crowds with some 
of the severest words that ever fell 
from His lips, but His last words had 
left the door of access to Himself 
open. Whereas He sought disciples 
who would be prepared to share his 
enterprises of building and of conflict, 
if there were those who could hear 
such teaching, then let them do so. 

That suggestion was immediately 
responded to by the publicans and 
sinners. A profound need is ever the 
qualification for hearing the profound- 
est teaching. These men having no 
satisfaction in their own righteous- 
ness, and no spiritual hope centered 
in themselves, turned eagerly to one 
who was thus unsparingly honest in 
His dealing with them, notwithstand- 
ing that He set up conditions s80 
searching. 

In all that followed, our Lord pre- 
sented to these people, in teaching 
of matchless strength and tenderness, 
the attitude of God toward all such 
things. It is to be observed that the 
teaching was given for the rebuke of 
Pharisees and scribes and for the com- 
fort of publicans and sinners. When 
the former saw Him consorting witb 
the latter, they murmured, and His 
answer to the criticism of their mur- 
muring was that found in the fifteenth 
chapter. As a matter of fact this is 
one parable, having three phases of 
revelation. The three stories are uni- 
fied by the fact that they deal with 
lost things; the lost sheep, the lost 
silver, and the lost son; that they 
tell the story of the seeking and find- 
ing of these lost things. In their en- 
tirety they constitute, as we have 
said, a revelation of tne attitude of 
God toward men in the:: deepest need. 
It is generally conceded that the first 
phase is specially illustrative of the 
work of the Son; while the last re- 
veals the Father; the central one sets 
forth the work of the spirit through 
the church. 

The lesson of today deals with the 
first two movements in this parable. 
Our Lord’s method in these ‘move-

The shepherd leaveg 
the ninety and nine in safety, and 
goes after the one. This is done in 
the interest of the one whose safety 
depends upon its position in the fold; 
in the interest of the flock, which is 
incomplete while one of its number 
is missing; and in the interest of 
the owner. While sot entering into 
any cescription thereof, the story sug- 
gests the peri) and sacrifice of the 
pilgrin.age. Jt ends, however, on the 
note of joy as the shepherd returns, 
bringing the lost one with him. 

The second figure is that of ‘the 
househuld, or we may at once say, the 
home. Over the well-being of this 
household the woman watches. She 
finds that one coin is lost, and im- 
mediately gives herself to the task 
of diligent search in the interest of 
the owner, and in the interest of the 
household. Again the last note is that 
of joy, in which her neighbors share, 
as the coin is found. 

The Teaching.

It should never be forgotten 
that, however, appalling the thought 
is which is suggested by the word 
“lost,”” the Implicate of the word is 
that of ths divine rights in those who 
are lost. lhe sheep belongs to the 
shepherd. ‘he coin is the property of 
the woman. ‘his suggests at once the 
dignity of men, and the tragedy vof 
their con4Aition. Knowing that dignity, 
and understanding in full the terrible 
nature of that tragedy, the Son as 
the shepherd has undertaken the mis- 
sion of seeking and saving the lost. 
In such an enterprise privations and 
perils and pain were necessarily in- 
volved. These facts gave Him no 
pause. Undaunted by them, and im- 
pulsed by His love, He came forth 
from the Father into the world for 
the express purpose of doing that 
which Pharisees and scribes mur- 
mured against; receiving sinners. 

The particular emphasis in the sec- 
ond story is that of the persistence 
with which the search for the coin 
was prosecuted. The woman swept 
diligently until she found it, This is 
at once the duty and the possibility 
of the church as she is in very deed 
the instrument of the Holy Spirit. 

Thus God feels and acts toward 
those who are away from the fold, 
and whose value is negatived by their 
being out of His possession. 

The Golden Text. 

The Golden Text, taken from the 
lesson, concentrates the attention up- 
on the attitude of heaven toward men, 
and the work of the Lord of,.glory 
on their behalf. As He was occupied 
in His wondrous work He was watched 
on the one hand by Pharisees and 
scribes, and on the other by the 
angels. The former, having no true 
affinity with heavenly things, mur- 
mured, as they saw Jesus receiving 
these publicans and sinners. The 


angels, observing the same things, 
and appreciating at their highest 
value the victories He was winning, 
rejoiced. Happy, indeed, are those 
who see the work of Christ from the 
viewpoint of heaven's unselfishness, 
rather than from that of the selfish- 
ness of men. 


AN ANCIENT AUTHORESS., 


Huge Roll of upyrus Accompany- 
/ ing a Mummy Gives the Identity of 

the Woman, Picture and Poetry. 

[London Chronicle:] A _ striking 
proof of the value of the mémorials 
of the illustrious dead of Egypt is 
now afforded us by a priceless docu- 
ment which has just been presented 
to the nation and is exhibited in the 
Egyptian gallery of the British 
museum. This magnificent papyrus, 
the largest in the world, was presented 
to the British museum in May, 19190, 
by Mrs. Mary Greenfield, and should 
be inspected by all lovers of ancient 
literature, 

The papyrus is 1 huge roll 123 feet 
long and about eighteen inches wide, 
end inscribed with several hundred 
lines of hieratic writing and beauti- 
fully illustrated with finely drawa 
vignettes, which fur delicate work can 
best be compared to the work of 
Japanese artists. 

This papyrus is absolutely unique 
in its historic, religious and literary 
value, and is a work the date of which 
we can fix with certainty as early in 
the tenth century before the Chris- 
tian era. The pavyrus was discovered 
between 1871 and 1881 by some Arab 
antiquity hunters and purchased by 
Mr. Greenfield, an English engineer 
and contractor working in Egypt, and 
now presented by his wife to the 
museum. 

It came from the great hiding place 
at Deir-el-Bahari, where the priest 
kings of the twenty-first dynasty, 
about 1000 B. Cc., 
mummies’ and funeral treasures 0! 
the greatest of-the Pharoahs to pro<« 
tect them from tomb robbers. 

The Greenfield papyrus on exam 
ination was proved to have been stol< 
en from the hiding place, and when 
examined by Dr. Budge was found to 
be the copy of the “Book of the 
Dead” buried with the body of «@ 
princess. 

The whole of the huge scroll is 
clearly in one handwriting, a clean 
feminine hand, in all probability, asa 
Dr. Budge, who edits the reproduc- 
tion, says, the writing of the princess 
herself. 

There are a number of poetic com-< 
positions—litanies and hymns—in« 
cluded in the document. 


What manner of woman was this 


ancient authoress?. Her portrait is 
found many times in the papyrus; 
but, thanks to Zgypt’s love of the 
dead, we have a much better author- 
ity. Her mummy was found at Deir- 
el-Bahari, and is now in the museum 
in Cairo, and has been unrolled and 
the face and body exposed to view, 

Dr. Budge gives an excellent por- 
trait photograph of her in the pub- 
lication. The face is small and shape- 


ly, with a high forehead, the hair.

They would 
have in active service the railroad 
running from Mazatlan north through 
Culiacan, Guaymas and Hermosillo to 
Nogales, which is garrisoned by only 
three troops of the Tenth United 
States Cavalry and one machine-gun 
platoon. 

The importance of Nogales as a 
border point lies in the fact that 
through the railroad running south it 
forms a gateway to the whole Pacific 
Coast of Mexico and gives direct con- 
nection with the western seaports. 

GOVERNOR'S NOTICE.

“To the Mexican people: You are 
urged to refrain from all anti-foreign 
demonstrations.

HEIRESS AT MARRIAGE, 
NOW POOR AND LONELY. 


Divorced Wife of Richard:H. Norton, Los Angeles 

‘Supervisor, Now Living at Tacoma the Life of a 
Martyr—The Tragedy of Norton’s Former Wife 
and Twelve Children Left Behind. |

ACOMA, (Wash.) April 18—A great human tragedy that can be ob- 
literated only as time blends into eternity was written and left behind 


for California. The beautiful wife whom he left behind—the mother of his 
twelve children—has never seen him since. 

With the remnants of her inheritance, he purchased a little ranch at 
Gig Harbor, on which was a log house. This was their home. After leaving, 
Mr. Norton, through a Seattle broker, borrowed $400 from the Western 
Loan Company of Utah, giving a mortgage on their home, in order that he 


| might have the money with which to go to California. The interest was 


never paid, the mortgage foreclosed, and the home lost. 
About a year after he had gone, Mrs. Norton received from San Francis- 
co a letter offering her $50 per month if she would consent to Norton’s ob- 


[taining a divorce without publicity. To this she made no reply. At the time 


of this letter, little Christine, aged 16, was sick with a fatal illness, and she 
died without knowing of her father’s going. A few months later, there came 
a telephone from San Francisco, stating that the divorce action would be 
commenced at once, and reiterating the promise of $50 per month. Believing 
a fight would be useless, the divorce was not contested. Mrs. Norton needed 
the promised $50 and was getting to be an older woman, and, at that time, 
Mrs. Norton learned later that 
Mr. Norton had married Mrs. Rader, the widow of his former Portland 


‘| friend, who left her a $75,000 estate, according to accepted reports. Al 


though $50 a month was promised if the divorce was not contested in order 
to avold publicity, the $50 was not always paid promptly. An ineffectual 
attempt was made by H. J. Forgy, an attorney of Santa Ana, to compel Mr. 
Norton to give more money to his wife and the seven remaining children. 
Mrs. Norton was compelled to work as a nurse. F two years she nursed 


‘in the home of William R. Rust at Tacoma. Today, at the age of 62, Mrs. 


Norton is unable to work for others. In March, 1912, she was injured by a 
fall, and is now living with her son at No. 5508 Greenlake Boulevard, Seattle. 
Mrs. Norton was a ‘devout Episcopalian and bore her trials like a martyr; 
but, a few years after the departure of Norton, worn by her battle for bread, 
she suffered a nervous breakdown, and for nine long months was confined 
in the Steilacoom Lunatic Asylum. 

Twelve children were born to Richard H. Norton and wife during their 
married life; two of them were twins and another child of their union was 
born lifeless. Thirteen times Mrs. Norton placed motherhood above her 
own life and went into thé valley of the shadow of death, to fulfill the deep- 
est duties of womanhood and wifehood. It is only part of her life’s tragedy 
that her ex-husband’s wanderlust, a big family and a divorce have changed 
her position from that of an heiress at marriage to the shadow of poverty 
With the spirtual power of a saint or a martyr, she has quietly accepted 
the decree of fate. She even respects the father of her children, for nothing 
on earth or heaven can alter his relation of fatherhood to their children. 
After divorcing the mother of his twelve children and wedding the 
widow of his former friend, Norton wrote to Winnifred, his daughter, 
that mever before had he known real, genuine happiness. “Tell 
your father,” said Mrs. Norton, “that I am glad for him and that I hope his 


happiness may never be less.” Winnifred never did write it. 


Eliza Bond was the beautiful daughter of Capt. Bond, one of Liver- 
pool’s famous sailing masters, educated in boarding school and confirmed a 


| member of the Episcopal church by the Bishop of Carlisle in St. James 


Church at Barrow-in-Furness, Lancashire, England. 

In 1879 the Nortons came to America, three children having been born 
in England. They landed at Quebec and went from there to Des Moines. 
After a short time in Des Moines, they moved to Victoria, B.C. At different 
times they lived at Des Moines, Winnipeg; Livingston, Montana, Gig Har- 
bor, Rosslyn and Tacoma. Between the movings, she was cooking, baking, 
scrubbing, sewing, nursing and doctoring her children, finally burying threo 
of them—two before and one after Mr. Norton's desertion. 

Mr. Norton, at one time, published the Rosslyn News, a rabid Populist 
newspaper. He was originally a Democrat, but turned Populist in 1893, 
later becoming a Republican, and, at this time, it is understood he is a

VICE-CONSUD .AT SALINA CRUZ 
CAN'T GO HOME, 


Leaves Before Trouble Starts to 
Bring Sick Wife to Los Angeles 
and Now Secretary Bryan Won't 
Let Him Go Back—Fears the Worst 
for His Beautiful Residence. 


It ig not a reflection upon the hos- 
pitality of Los Angeles nor the ap- 
pointments of the Clark Hotel that 
Warren Walter Rich, American Vice- 
Consul and United States Inspector of 
Customs at Salina Cruz, Mex., 
dissatisfied visitor in our midst. He 
wishes that he could leave at once 
and return to Mexico, but Secretary 
Bryan won't let him. 

When Rich left the Mexican se1- 
port on the 15th inst. there was no 
indication of trouble between the 
United States and Mexico. He ob- 
tained leave of absence to bring his 
wife to Los Angeles for medical treat- 
ment, expecting to return shortly. 

Upon departing from Salina Cruz, 

Rich left his elegant fourteen-room 
home in charge of three Chinese serv- 
ants, and there is where the worry is. 
When Rich went to Salina Cruz from 
Washington, D. C., eight years ago, 
he took along his library and much 
valuable silver plate, a library and 
eypensive furniture and draperies. 
Rich believes that if the Mexicans 
will leave the Chinese servants alone 
they will be true to their trust and 
look after his property, but the dis- 
concerting news comes that the for- 
eigners have deserted the town and 
conditions are generally decidedly un- 
settled. 
Rich wired the State Department 
yesterday for permission to return to 
Mexico. He received this telegram 
yesterday afternoon from Secretary 
Bryan: 

“If advisable to return department 
will advise you later.” 

Two other telegrams of interest 
were received by Rich vesterday after- 
noon—one from William Wiseman, 
British Vice-Consul, whom Rich left 
in charge of the American consulate, 
and another from a_ée confidential 
source in Galveston. Following is an 
extract from the Galveston dispatch: 

“American warship arrived at Sa- 
lina Cruz yesterday, causing aban- 
donment of port by Mexican forces 
and hundreds of civilians. All rail- 
way and telegraphic communications 
with Salina Cruz cut. Believe no in- 
cident of note occurred, Think con- 
sulate ig safe. All Rincon Antonio 
Puerto Mexico 
and are safe on. ships.”

LARGE RESERVE ARMY OF 
SPANISH WAR VETERANS. 


Aid of State and Nation Asked for Project Launched 
Here to Form Regiments Everywhere of the Soldiers 
of Sixteen Years Ago—Say It Would Mean Half 

Million Seasoned Troops Ready for Call. 


ITH a full regiment of home 
W guards almost entirely organized 
by seasoned veterans, an appeal 
was made to State, and national gov- 
ernments yesterday to co-operate in 
the equipment and arming of the 
United Spanish War Veterans. The 
appeal was telegraphed by a commit- 
tee of Roosevelt Camp No. 9, United 
Spanish War Veterans, representing 
almost 3000 veterans in Los Angeles 
county. 
it is the purpose of the order to 
outfit a great army of 600,000 men 
j} who will serve at home during the 
‘Impending Mexican war in protecting 
the borders and the coasts, and who 
will be ready to jump into active 
service along the border or in a for- 
eign country when called upon. — 
The proposal, adopted by Roosevelt 
Camp, was followed by a regimental 
organization and the naming of places 
about Los Angeles where recruits 
may enlist. California's’ trepresenta- 
tives in Congress have been  tele- 


graphed to in the hope that they wih 


lend their aid to the movement which, 
started here, is expected to become 
nation-wide. 


@ GREAT RESERVE ARMY. 


There are in every State thousands 
of Spanish War veterans of an aver- 
age age of 35 years, skilled and «x- 
perienced through the training of ac- 
tive service in that war, who are as 
anxious to step into the breach as 
they were sixteen years ago this 
month. Most ef these veterans feel 
unable to respond now by active en- 
listment because of family ties @nd 
obligations, but in the matter of or- 
ganizing a reserve army they are 
united and anxious. Such an auxiliary 
is unique; it has never been known 
in this country, nor has it been pos- 
gible in any other crisis. 

Besides protecting Americans and 
their homes and institutions against a 
foreign force, the L.W.W. and other 
disturbing elements at home would 
come in for a great share_of the at- 
tention of the home guards.

served twelve years in the Philippines, 
ending in January, last, part of the 
time as assistant chief of constabu- 
lary. Capt. C. H. Hilton of the Cal- 
exico-bound platoon of the Sixty-first 
Company, Coast Artillery Corps, 
served four years at two different 
intervals in the same islands, while 
Col. George B. Bell of the Sixteenth 
Infantry, the regiment ordered to El 
Paso, saw service in both Cuba and 
the Philippines. Various -corporals 
and sergeants also have had island 
service. 
“TALKING MACHINES.” 


As for the three-inch guns, the 
initiate call them three-twos because 
they measure two-tenths of an inch 
over three inches, they will throw nine 
pounds of shell or a similar amount 
of shrapnel for three miles. ¢ Their 


half miles. Within that radius the 
shells will rip through a _ two-foot 
brick or adobe wall, while the shrap- 
‘mel will radiate destruction over a 
space 150 feet in length and 100 feet 
in breadth or tear up a similar 
amount of earth. Sometimes these 
guns are spoken of as “talking ma- 
chines.” 

They are well manned also. Out 
of fifty-five men of the Calexico- 
bound platoon there were nineteen 
who proudly wore a pin on which 
was engraved “Marksman A.” Three 
lieutenants also wore the same kind 
of pin. 

The Sixty-first Coast Artillery men 
were under elapsed rush orders, as 
they called it. At 12:15 p.m. Thurs- 
day, the men and officers of the 
Sixty-first Company were in the rifle 
pits at Ft. Baker doing dummy prac- 
tice with the twelve-inch coast de- 
fenders they customarily man. At 
12:30 the orders came to entrain for 
the south and at 1 o'clock they em- 
barked at Lime Point for San Fran- 
cisco. There they found the specials 
awaiting them and four three-inch 
guns securely blocked on freight cars. 
“I asked what we were going to do 
with the pop-guns,” said a private, 
“and they told me we were going to 
war with them. ‘How far will they 
carry,’ sez I, and they told me three 
miles. ‘Not bad for pewees,’ sez I, 
though I am longing for our old rifled 
twelve-inch that wil hit it out thir- 
teen miles and make good.” 

These guns came from the Presidio 
arsenal at San Francisco. Each of 
the two platoons of the Sixty-first 
carries two of them, with caisson and 
“fixings.” The platoon that went to 
Calexico didn’t have the “fixings,”’ 
which is army jargon for horses, but 
will get them in the Imperial Valley— 
six horses for each gun and its cais- 
son. Two ammunition wagons also 
went with each platoon, also a com- 
missary wagon. 

The contents of the commissaries of 
these trains indicates that the war is 
to be conducted more or less on to- 
bacco, beans and the omnipresent 
“sow belly.” Each commissary car 
carried three boxes of the ‘‘makings,” 
100 pounds of beans, and 200 potnds 
of bacon. “Field rations,’ said Cook 
H. J. Blanch of the cavalry troop as 
he proudly swept his eye over the 
interior of his commissary car. A 
field range was most conspicuous, with 
a section of stove pipe carried beyond 
the door on a cartridge belt hooked 
over a nail. “Taint a field range 
really, now,’ Blanch continued, “but 
an emergency stove, but it will be a 
fleld range when we get it on the 
ground.”

easy. International complications of some 
sort are likely to grow out of the warfare 
between the United States and Mexico. 
The latest dispatches indicate that the civ- 
flized world is disturbed by it—more’s the 
pity. Naturally the South American coun- 
tries sympathize with Mexico. The Canal 
Zone is a martial camp now, and Uncle 
Sam is sleeplessly guarding against aggres- 
sions from all sides. : 

The blood is up and the war is on. That 
summarizes the situation. Bitterness has 
developed rapidly on both sides of the Rio 
Grande. It makes an American’s blood boil 
to read of the insults and affronts offered 
to our people and to our flag in Mexico— 
of the mobs tramping through the streets 
of Huerta’s capital shouting “Death for 
Americans” and stamping on the Stars and 
Stripes, Hatred is being generated by such 


doings as these, and hopes of an amicable | 


settlement are glimmering. 

Although war has not been formally de- 
clared, war is in motion and the spirit of 
war is rampant. We must face it—we are 
facing it; and there is no doubt as to the 
outcome, 

The sailing of Gen. Funston and his in- 
fantry forces for Vera Cruz is open to but 
one interpretation—it presages an advance 
by land on Mexico City. It looks as though 
Funston is to follow in the footsteps of 
Scott. The naval forces are pushing out 
their outposts, and the Americanized zone 
in Mexico is extending daily. Huerta evi- 
dently is to be overturned and humiliated. 
Then what? Yes, then what? 
Wilson does not answer. Nobody answess. 

On the California-Mexico border the sit- 
uation is tense. Somebody is liable to drop 
a match in the hay down there at almost 
any hour. The hostile forces are watch- 
ing each other like tigers. It is very plain 
that the Mexicans fear an invasion at this 
point and are trying to strengthen their 
forces. The United States army authorities 
and the State government of California are 
apprehensive. The excitement runs so high 
that there is danger of rifles popping at 
Mexicali. Reports indicate that the thing 
has happened at Laredo. 

God bless the Stars and Stripes and pro- 
tect its defenders! That is the prayer of 
every American heart. We must go in and 
win now. The eagerness of our young man- 
hood to “go in,” demonstrated on every 
hand, gives the lie to those who shout about 
a decline of patriotism. The rallying 
eround the flag is of most cheering siznifi- 
cance, A great army of volunteers will 
march on Mexico if need be. The fires of 
loyalty that burned in the sixties and nine- 
ties are burning yet. War is hell; but such 
an outburst of patriotism is good for a na- 
tion. Ours is not a decadent people! 


UR TREATY RELATIONS WITH 
MEXICO. 

If it were possible for either Huerta or 
Carranza to do anything they had agreed 
to do with each other or with the United 
States, or if it were possible for President 
Wilson to give heed to the actions of bis 
predecessors in office or to regard any law, 
treaty or obligation of any kind with any 
nation or individual that conflicted with his 
own ideas of what ought to be done, a good 
deal of the losses of war might be avoided 
and the acerbities of war mitigated by com- 
pliance with the provisions of Article XXII 
of the Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo. The 
text of this is as follows: 


“If (which ts not to be expected, an4 
which. God forbid!) war should unhap- 
pily break out between the two repup- 
lics, they do now, with a view to such 
calamity, solemnly pledge themselves 
to each other and to the world to ob- 
serve the following rules: Absolutely, 
where the nature of the subject per- 
mits, and as closely as possible in all 
cases where such absolute observance 
shall be impossible. | 

“Tl. The merchants of either repub- 
lic, then residing in the other, shall be 
allowed to remain twelve months (for 
those dwelling in the interior) and six 
months (for those dwelling at the sen- 
ports) to collect their debts and settle 
thetr affairs; during which periods they 
shall enjoy the same protection, and be ~ 
on the same footing, in all respects, as 
the citizens or subjects of the most 
friendly nations; and, at the expiration 
thereof, or at any time before, they 
shall have full liberty to depart, carry- 
ing off all their effects, without molesta- 
tion or hindrance; conforming therein 
to the same laws which the citizens or 
subjects of the most friendly nations are 
required to conform to. Upon the en- 
trance of the armies of.either nation 
into the territories of the other, women 
and children, ecclesiastics, scholars of 
every faculty, cultivators of the earth,. 
merchants, artisans, manufacturers and 
fishermen, unarmed and inhabiting un- 
fortified towns, villages or places, and 
in general all persons whose occupa- 
tions are fér the common subsistence 
and benefit of mankind, shal) be al- 
lowed to continue their respective em- 
ployments, unmolested in their persons. 
Nor shall their homes or goods be burnt, 
or otherwise destroyed, nor their cat- 
tle taken, nor their fields wasted by the 
armed force into whose power, by the 
events of war, they may happen to fall; 
but if the necessity arise to take any- 
thing from them for the use of such 
armed force, the same shall be paid for 
at an equitable price. All churches, — 
hospitals, schools, colleges, libraries 
and other establishments for charitable 
and beneficent purposes shall be respect- 
ed, and all persons connected with the 
same protected in the discharge of fheir 
duties and the pursuit of their voca- 
tions.” 


The second section ‘of Article XXII 


provides that prisoners of war shal! not be 


sent into distant, inclement or unwholesome 
districts, or crowded into close and noxious 
places, or confined in dungeons, prison ships 
or prisons; nor be put in irons, or bound, 
or otherwise restrained in the use of their 
limbs. That the officers shall enjoy liberty 
on their paroles within convenient districts, 
and have comfortable quarters, and the com- 
mon soldiers have as good quarters and 
food as those enjoyed by the common sol- 
diers of the captors. It is declared also 
that neither the pretense that war dissolves 
all treaties nor any other whatever shall 
be considered as annulling or suspending 
the solemn covenant contained in this ar- 
ticle. 
Mexico, under the provisions of this 
treaty, will have the best of it. Whenever 
we capture any prisoners they will be fed 
and treated as well as our.own common 


soldiers an@ such treatment Is good enough ' war will be greater. 
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for anybody. If the Mexican troops capture 
any of our soldiers they will enjoy an un- 
accustomed frugality of diet and an oppor- 
tunity for sleeping in the open air, on bare 
ground, such as is not conducive to the com- 
fort of Anglo-Saxons. The provisions of 
the treaty permitting Americans to have six 
months in which to depart with all their 
property from Mexico are extremely liberal 
and wil] not to any great extent be taken 
advantage of by our countrymen. Most of 
them will say what John Oakhurst, the 
Poker Flat gambler, sald to a committee of 
the citizens of the town who called upon 
him as he was mounting his horse. They 
invited his attention to a rope which they 
had and said that they would give aim 
thirty minutes to leave town. “Gentlemen,” 
said he with that courtesy which was his 
distinguishing characteristic, “if this yere 
cayuse don’t buck I don't want but three 
minutes.” 


EMEMBERING THE BOYS. 

Our good battalion of the loyal Sev- 
enth, which has proceeded to Calexico, was 
given a thrilling farewell. Mayor Rose is 
said to have remarked to his son when the 
latter suggested that they were only going 
on police duty, “You are going to do more 
than that; you are going to push down the 
border of the Mexican boundary.” Regard- 
less of what duty they are going to see, the 
men have gone full of the right courage and 
aflame with patriotism. They will do with 
strength and without complaint the work 
that is given them. It is not the fortune 
of the soldier to choose his own lot and to 
issue his own orders or these boys would 
be on the way to Vera Cruz and not Cal- 
exico. Their border service will give them 
an opportunity to harden in case there is 
sterner duty ahead of them. The Calexico 
experience will take the place of the ordi- 
nary mobilization. Besides, they have been 
in a state of preparation for a long time. 
Being near the border and aware of the sit- 
uation, the officers of the Seventh have for 
a long time slept with one eye open. Our

ALUE OF THE PANAMA CANAL. 

It seldom happens that when a great 
plan is projected its value is under- 
estimated. Enthusiasm usually runs off 
with judgment. But such has not been the 
case with the Panama Canal. Each day 
new phases of benefits that are inevitable 
are being discovered. A most enlightening 
article -in this particular is in the April 
number of the World's Work and appears 
under the title of “The Value of the Pan- 
ama Canal,” by Theodore P. Shonts. Mr. 
Shonts was the chairman of the. second 
Isahmian Canal Commission when the plans 
were being made and the first constructive 
work of the canal undertaken. 
¢ He outlines the benefits that will accrue 


| to American ports, naming them, and places 


Los Angeles among the more fortunately 
located. As a means for exporting he be- 
lieves that the canal will be tremendous in 
its effect, allowing a big trade in American 
coal taken from the west coast to be dis- 
posed of in European and Atlantic ports. 

Another benefit, as Mr. Shonts sees it, 
is that “the opening of the cana! cannot fail 
to increase to a large degree the shipments, 
such as canned goods, dried fruits, lumber 
and other products that now move by way 
of the Isthmus of Panama and Tehuantepec 
from the west coast of the United States to 
Furopean ports.” 

He believes that our trade in South Amer- 
ica will be greatly increased, and that. as 
the canal] will be a strong competitor of the 
Suez in bidding for the trade of the Orient. 
the west coast of the United States will 
profit by this new commercial activity. 

Perhaps the most striking view taken by 
Mr. Shonts is that the Panama Canal! wil! 
be of great value to The Hague. By don- 
bling the efficiency of our fleet he believes 
that it will give the United States increased 
dignity among the powers of the world «so 
that our influence in attempting to stop

foreign countries to mobilize troops quicker 
in all parts of the world and thus, he thinks, 
“may prevent petty quarrels from becoming 
serious.” 


HE SPATIAL SYMBOL. 

It is not something to eat, to drink or 

to wear, although it may be all of them. 
It is a word invention by Henri Bergson in 
his effort to explain the two kinds of time 
and the difference of one of them from 
space. The one kind includes objects and 
events, as well as succeeding states of con- 
sciousness. The other includes free will 
and spirit. It is consciousness. He says 
in space material objecfs lie outside one 
another, and in time con-‘ous states suc- 
ceed one another. In his opinion this kind 
of time is only space, but real time ‘is an 
existence in which all reality is the actually 
present, moving and changing now. A suc- 
cession of fixed dates lying beside one an- 
other do not constitute real change, for 
they are only one thing outside of another 
thing which is space and not time.’ In real 
change there are no states at all, but every- 
thing is a living, moving present. Exist- 
ence in time is life. When we see that life 
and consciousness are not measurable at 
all we realize that it is something else we 
are measuring when we think we are com- 
paring or counting conscious states. The 
latter are not quantities, but pure qualities. 


CHICKENS. 
WALT MASON IN THE TIMES. 


Now man goes forth and makes his gar- 
den, a hard and painful grind; and then 
the crime beyond all pardon destroys his 
peace of mind. His neighbor keeps a string 


of chickens, and they, inflamed with greed, 
come o‘er and scratch to beat the dickens, 
and dig up al! the seed.

Test Axles with Kerosene 
{American Machinist:] In many railroad 
shops they test crank axles with nothing 
more wonderful than kerosene. The princi- 
pal locomotive shops in France and England 

have adopted the method. | 
When an engine goes into the shop for 
general repairs it is thoroughly inspected 
as follows: All grease and oil is first re- 


moved and the parts given a bath of kero- 


sene, after which the surfaces are all wiped 
as dry as possible with clean waste or rags. 
The wheels are then placed some distance 
apart on a track, and two pairs rolled to- 
gether at a speed of perhaps three or four 
miles per hour. 

The force of the shock or impact shows 
the slightest crack, from crystallization or 
otherwise, by forcing out the small par- 
ticles of kerosene which have been secreted 
in the cracks. Inspection after impact lo- 
eates the crack by means of these beads of 
peraffine showing on the surface. It is 
claimed that this method has never failed 
to locate a defective crank-axle pin or driv- 
ing journal, and in some instances inherent 
defects which could hardly have been found 
in any other manner have been detected in 
new axles.

MER MARINE.) 


“Semper Fidelis’—which, being liberally 
translated, means “always on the job"—is 
the motto of the United States marines, the 
infantry of the sea or, as Kipling has said, 
“soldiers and sailors, too.” 

It was the marines who were the first to 
tumble out of the whale boats onto Mexican 
territory and open an argument at long 
range with the sharp-shooters of Huerta. 
Tt has ever been so in the war history of 
this country. The marines were always 
first. Not because they are braver than the 
sailors; not because they will go places 
where the regular infantry hesitate—the 
United States infantry never hesitates— 
but because they are called on first. The 
marines are the stormy petrels of Mars. 

The peculiar character of the Marine 
Corps requires that its soldiers shall be 
skilled in all of the arte of the infantry 
and yet serve much of the time aboard ship. 
Naturally they are called upon first for 
landing parties. The landing at Vera Crus 
was mere play compared to some—as Goaan- 
tanamo, Cuba, where the marines landed un- 
der fire and remained under fire all day, 
blazing away at the entrenched Spaniards. 
The war records refer to that as “gallant 
action;” the same thing applies during the 
Boxer uprising when the marines won their 
race against the’ Japanese to be the first 
through the Walled City at Pekin: The 
marines have seen service in Waypt, in 
Panama, in Nicaragua, in Porto Rico, in the

| Philippines, as well as other places that 


all know of. 


The legendary equipment of a marine is 
a handful of beans and a “krag.” That 
euperstition undoubtedly owes its origin to 
the fact that about three days out of the 
week the marines are fed beans for break- 
fast—oh, they are a hardy lot! After di- 
gesting some of the service beans a little 
thing like a steel-capped bullet never both- 
ers them. 

There are two great “rooky depots” where 
the new men are shipped to be hammered 
into fighting shape by routine and drills 
under the intimate observation of non-com- 
missioned officers.

That may be true of the mititia, 
having never served there I can’t say, but 
the fellow who undertakes to do a “hitch” 
in the marines, and do it right, will have 
enough to keep him busy. It is not hard 
work—but it is keeping eternally “semper 
fidelis”—on the job. 

Aboardship there are four watches to 
stand, apparently for the purpose of seeing 
that nobody runs off with the ship, but in 
reality to see that nobody slips contraband 
goods into the “brig” or falls over the side 
without a husky arm on deck to heave a 
life buoy. And speaking of drills and in- 
spections! Aboardship it seems that every- 
body has designs against the marine guard. 
The admiral inspects ‘em; the captain in- 
spects ‘em; the executive officer inspects 
‘em; the marine officer inspects ‘em; the 
first sergeant does a little inspecting, and 
the police sergeant does nothing else, There 
are drille—eun drills, fire drills, collision 
drills, target practice in miniature and when 
the big guns roar. The marines usually man 
the secondary battery and steal water out 
of the “scuttle butt.” 

But it is not all trouble and reports. 
There are more ways of playing poker than 
with chips: pay day does come once in @ 
while and one can enjoy a “moo-pic” show 
and a feather bed “ashore.” There is al- 
ways a library in the barracks or on the 
‘million-dollar homes"—as the marines un- 
affectionately refer to the battleships—and 
if one is-careful it is possible now and then 
to steal a pork chop from the mess cook. 

The marines as a class are contented, 
except when it’s time to “coal ship;” there 
is always something doing for them. Hikes 
and landing parties, encampments and 
transfers from one station to another: a 
variety of work, and most of it fun. And 


-once you have heard the sea mumbling and 


tossing in the still watches of the night 
you come under a spell of enchantment ‘(hat 
never entirely fades. 

But, as are all men fn military service, 
the marines are not in accord with The 
Hagte promoters. The marines look for- 
ward to the day when the big guns shall 
crash and the rifles spit, and the bugles 
scream the signals across the field or be- 
tween the decks. It doesn’t matter to them 
whether it’s a fight on sea or land. And 
they can do any sort of work or fight any 
place, They mounted the artillery guns on 
Grand Island; they dug the roads through 
the hills around Olongapo; they rode with 
Dewey into Manila Bay and chased Boxers 
through the labyrinth streets of the Chi- 
nese capital. In every war since the revyo- 
lution they have been conspicuous. And 
yet there are only 10,000 of them, exclusive 
of officers. 

Capt. Harding, marine recruiting officer 
for Los Angeles, says that since the trouble 
with Mexico from fifty to seventy-five young 
men are coming up daily to enlist. Not 
nearly all of them are accepted and, as 
some only want to enlist during the war, 
they are forced to wait to see if Congress 
declares war. With so smal! a corps as 
10,900 to keep filled, the recruiting officers 
may pick and choose the most fitting ap- 
plicants. All of which helps to explain why

FARM LAND LACKING. 


ture Found by Experts in Southern 

Forest Reserves. 

After six months spent in classify- 
ing agricultural lands in the Santa 
Barbara and Cleveland National For- 
ests, A. W. Mangum, chief of the party 
of soil experts who had the work in 
charge, yesterday said that but little 
agricultural land, where the climatic 
conditions are at all favorable, ex- 
ists in any of the Southern California 
national forests. 

In many districts, especially those 

lying contiguous to the desert, an 
analysis showed the soil to be excel- 
lent, but experiments demonstrated 
that it was impossible to get water 
sufficient for irrigation purposes. In 
many instances in these localities en- 
trymen have taken land and are com- 
pelled to carry the water they use for 
domestic purposes. He did not think 
that even dry farming could be con- 
ducted successfully, for reasons that 
have to do largely with the conditions 
of temperature. 
- Chief Mangum says but little agri- 
cultural land that would be available 
for settlement was found in the Santa 
Barbara reserve. Small patches of: 
ten acres or less were located in 
Places, but in most instances it was 
fifty miles to the next desirable land. 
Where the land is at such an altitude 
that it could be profitably worked 
there is no water to be had; higher 
up, where the irrigation of the land is 
not such a serious question, it is so 
cold and the season is so short that 
it would be impossible to do any re- 
munerative farming.

day of April, 1915, at $1.25 list, and 
$1.15 net, per 1000 feet. 

It is alleged that the ordinance is 
unjust in its provisions, unreasonable 
and oppressive, that it is confiscatory 
in character, and if enforced wil! de- 
prive the petitioner of a fair return 
on the money invested in the furnish- 
ing of gas to the citizens of Colton. | 

It is alleged that the value of the 
distributing system in Colton is 
$69,410.68; and the value of the plant 
at San Bernardino, where the gas for 
Colton is manufactured, $70,850.69. 

The prayer of the petition is that 
the ordinance be declared null and 
void, and that the city authorities be 


enjoined from its enforcement until 
the issues set out can be tried by the 
court.

FOR POSTAL EFFICIENCY. 
Employees Are Required to Study 
New Manuals and Prepare for Spe- 
cial Examinations. — 

A new method of securing Increased 
efficiency among the 1000 employees 
of the Los Angeles postoffice is indi-

WASHINGTON’S BUSIEST WOMAN. 


Works in the National Museum As- 
seembling and .Mounting Two Hun- 
dred Thousand Butterflies. 

[New York Press: ] J. C. 
Crawford, wife of the assistant cura- 
tor of the National Museum in Wash- 
ington, is leading what might be 
‘alled a “butterfly life” at the present 
time, but this “butterfly life” is no 


sinecuré. It makes her one of the 
busiest women in the Washington 
capital. Instead of taking things casy 


and filtting from leaf to leaf on beau- 
tifully-colored wings, she is sticking 
to the task of assembling and re- 
mounting 200,000 butterflies, which 
form one of the largest collections of 
butterflies in. the world and which 
were presented to the National Mu- 


‘seum by William Schaus of New 
York. 


Among collectors of butterfiles the 
world over the Schaus collection has 
long been considered the best and 
most valuable collection of butterflies 
ever gathered together. Butterflies 
from every section of the globe with 
wings of every size and color are in- 
cluded in the collection. 

Mrs. Crawford is arranging the but- 
terflles for permanent exhibition. She 
has been working on them for months, 
and it will be months before her work 
is completed. Her labors consist of 
remounting the butterflies and direct- 
ing their classification. Some of them 
are #0 small that she has to work 
with them under a magnifying glass 
to see that they are handled in the 
proper manner, while others have a 
wine-spread of eighteen inches. 

William Schaus spent thé greater 
part of his life and a great fortune in 
gathering together the butterflies that 
make up the collection. Many of them 
he captured himself in out of the way 
Places of the world; others he traded 
for, and still others he paid good 


sums of money for. He had to bid 
against the directors of the British 
Museum for some specimens in his 
collection. 

This collection will be put on per- 
manent exhibition at the National 
Museum in Washington as soon as 
Mrs. Crawford finishes her iabors. In 
fact, some of the collection will be 
on view within the next few weeks, 
and the remainder will be added from 
time to time as the different species 
are remounted and made.ready by 
the dainty little woman who is lead- 
ing a very busy “butterfly life’ these 
days.

TALENTED OLGA STEEB AS CON- 
CERT SOLOIST, 


Three Concertos Given With Or- 
chestral Accompaniment by Young 
Virtuoso, Playing Entirely from 
Memory—Notable Work of Orches- 
tra in Unique Programme.

To give a new type of programme 
is not the easiest thing for an or- 
chestra to do nowadays. 

Last evening’s concert, given at the 
Auditorium by the Woman's Orches- 
tra under the direction of Henry 
Schoenefeld, may justly be consid- 
ered as different from any other given 
by that organization. 

Three concertos are rarely given in 
one evening and nothing but the su- 
perior interpretation really excused 
this too abundant offering of one 
phase of musical composition.

Beginning with a salute to the 
American flag, in which 600 native 
Californians (participated, the ban- 
quet and closing meeting of the Na- 
tive sons convention last evening at 
the Los Angeles Athletic Club took a

Congressman Joseph R. Knowland, 
ex-Mayor James D. Phelan of San 
Francisco and other speakers asserted 
that they were in favor of war with 
Mexica to defend the honor of the 
flag. All references to cho flag and 
warlike declarations by speakers 
were enthusistically cheered by the 
Native Sons. 

-“We deplore war with the conse- 


quent loss of life and property,” 
Congressman Knowland asserted in 
responding to the toast, “Our Coun- 
try,” “but for my part I would 
rather see war with all of its horrors 
than have the nations of the earth 
lose respect for us. When our coun- 
try’s flag has been assaulted woe know 
no party, no creed or sectional dif- 
ference, but know only loyalty to our 
country. 

“It is not time now, after American 
blood has been spilled and the flag in- 
sulted, for us to discuss the justifi- 
cation of war. It is a time when we 
should demand that the army and 
navy should give an account of them- 
selves and let the other nations know 
that the American flag has as strong 
protection back of it as any other 
flag of the world. 

“When I return to the seat of 
government in a few days I shall do 
so with the determination to uphold 
the dignity of the country. I will ¢o- 
operate with the President in this 
cause even though he be of a dif- 
ferent political faith.”

Dentistry for Elephants.

SALE OF TITLES. | 


France Exacts Heavy Fees From 
Those Who Want to Have Their 
Pedigree Confirmed. 


{London Chronicle:] Dom Pedro 
II, who lost the throne of Brazil 
in 1889, was the last monarch to of- 
fer titles for sale. In order to obtain 
funds for the erection of a hospital 
in Rio de Janeiro, the Emperor an- 
nounced that he would confer the 
title of “baron” on every subscriher 
of 100,000 milreis, and the title of 
“count’’ on every subscriber of 250.- 
000 milreis. Many proved willing to 
become ennobled on these terms, and 
sufficient money was forthcoming to 
endow the hospital as well as build 
it. Over the main entrance may still 
be seen the inscription suggested by 
Dom Pedro, “Human Vanity to Hu- 
man Misery.” Although French titles 
of nobility were abolished at the 
time of the revolution by a decree 
revived tn 1871, yet the ministry of 
justice issues certificates of nobility. 
Members of the French diplomatic 
‘service who use titles have to obtain 
one of these certificates, and pay 
stiffly for the transaction. The fees 
in the case of a duke amount to £7290, 
marqyis pays £400, a viscount 
£280, a baron £60, and a chevalier 
£52. The certificate sets out that the 
pedigree of the holder having been 
investigated, his claim to the title he 
bears has been fully established, and 
the seal of the republic is affixed to 
this patent of nobility.

ECONOMY IS SHOWN HANDLING 
MUNICIPAL WORK. 


For the second time the Fire Com- 
Mission has raised objection to the 
practice of the mechanical! division of 
the store department of adding to its 
charge of material, supplies and wages 
and overtime for repairs a charge of 
26 per cent. for the overhead ex- 
penses of administration. The Fire 
Commissioners have maintained that 
the charge of 20 per cent. is exorbi- 
tant, unjust, in excess of charges by 
public garages and caused great finan- 
cial loss to the department. The 
commission requested that the charge 
be discontinued. 

This has called forth a reply from 

the Supply Committee of the Council, 
presented to the Council at yesterday's 
session, and it was unanimously 
adopted. 
- The committee’s report sets forth 
that it has thoroughly studied the sit- 
vation and declares that the admin- 
istration expenses of the mechanical 
division are all necessary and proper 
expenses of conducting a shop and 
cannot readily be charged to individ- 
ual jobe as material and labor can be 
charged, while it is in accordance 
with the best shop practice to dis- 
tribute this overhead expense by @& 
system of prorating. 

The actual administration cost for 
the first six months of the current 
fiscal year was $5615.50. There was

police department shops and fitting up 
machinery and transmission. The 
overhead charge of 20 per cent. is 
entirely justified by the facts. 

The report then sets forth that an 
examination of the cost of conduct- 
ing the fire department shop for the 

1912-13 shows that the over- 

cost was 22 1-3 per cent. of the 

cost and that if clerical service 
had been provided to keep accurate 
Cost records the actual cost would 
have been increased to 30 per cent. 

“Inquiry among fifteen private ma- 
chine shops,” says the report, “shows 


that overhead cost of repair work in 


such shops varies from 25 to 125 per 
cent-—a fair average being 50 per 
cent... as against 20 per cent. charg:d 
by the municipal shop.” 

The total cost of shop work done 
for the fire department for the first 
eight months of the current fiscal year 
was $25,160, of which $3559 was 
to fire apparatus upon 

the old shop did no work what- 
ever. Eight-twelfths of the total cost 
of work done by the fire department 
im 1912-13 was $22,487. For the ap- 
paratus upon which repair work was 
done by the old and new shops, there- 
for, the cost of eight months’ service 
was $886 less under the new shop 
than under the old, this saving being 
@ffected notwithstanding the fact 
that none of the old apparatus has 
been ed and that it has de- 
preciated and therefore calls for in- 
creased expenditures for repairs. 

It is shown that overtime work for 
the fire department is performed only 
upon request by letter from depart- 
ment officials and that the cost can 
therefore be kept down if the fire de- 
partment will reduce its requests for 
overtime work to the minimum. A 
city ordinance fixes the rate of over- 
time at time and one-half. — 

Detailed cost records are being 
maintained which enable the store 
Gepartment to determine with great 
accuracy not only the cost of each job 
but the cumulative cost of work done 
on each piece of apparatus and the 
cost of service performed for each de- 
partment and its subdivisions.

the basis of 70 cents per 1000 cubic 
feet, the official rate fixed almost a 
year ago, before natural gas was in- 
troduced in the mains. 

The gas companies have maintained 
that in accordance with charter pro- 
visions, the rates must be fixed for 
not less than one year, nor more than 
three years, and that when the city 
undertakes to fix a rate for only the 
remainder of the present year it s 
g@learly. outside its rights. 

Bhould the gas companies pursue 
the policy of making out their bills 
on the 70-cent-rate basis, the burden 
of court proceedings would be thrown 
upon the consumers of gas or upon 
the city itself. It is scarcely prob- 
able that individuals would under- 
take suits, because of the ema! 
amounts involved in the little more 
than one month which the new rate 
eof 62 cents could apply. 

City Attorney Stephens said last 
evening that, should the gas compa- 
mies maintain the attitude outlined 
above, he should advise the City 
Council to begin legal action forth- 
and that he was prepared to 
earry the case through the courts.

They have 
been assigned to such work as waiters 
in the cafes where cabarets are given, 
as chauffeurs in the cabs at the all- 
night stands, 

In this way, the organization in- 
tends to secure first-hand knowledge 
of all the doings of the night world, 
that it may have sufficient and cor- 
rect information to use in its future 
activities for the city’s welfare. 

The co-operation of the Municipal 
League has been secured in this work, 
and Chief of Police Sebastian yester- 
day promised to turn over to the 
agents of the organization all data 
in the hands of the police department. 

It is the purpose of the organiza- 
tion to make the investigation similar 
to that of the Rockefeller comniis- 
sion in New York City, when the sen- 
sational revelations that shocked the 
city were made. The funds behind 
the present crusade are sufficiently 
great to warrant a thorough investiga- 
tion of the night life in all its de- 
partments. 

The information so gained is not to 
be used in any expose or for any pur- 
pose, but to guide the Municipal 
League and other organizations in 
their efforts to improve the social con- 
ditions existing in the city.
